Star Knowledge. 


ANCIENT SCIENCE 
OF ASTRONOMY. 


[Theosophical Path:] No one can 


nor when the earliest observations of 
the stars were made. H. P. Blavat- 


sky speaks of a celebrated astronomer 
living in the prehistoric ages on the 
lost continent of Atlantis, from whom 
the ancient Hindoos are said to have 
Cerived their general knowledge of 
astronomy, but we have no knowledge 
of the instrumental facilities, if any, 
Possessed by the Atilanteans. We have 
mc records of early Hindoo observa- 
teries, though it is considered certain 
that the seven-storied temples of 
Mesopotamia were used for the pur- 
pose of viewing the stars. A lens has 
been found at Nimrod. The Egyptian 
temples were almost certainly oriented 
in connection with star ritual. Though 
we know little or nothing of their 
methods, we have records proving 
that the Hindoos possessed an aston- 
ishingly correct knowledge of the ex- 
act periods of revolution of the moon 
and planets, handed down from re- 
mote antiquity. They had a learned 
science of astronomy long before the 
Greeks, who are frequently, though 
erroneously, called the pioneers of as- 
tronomy. The Hindoo Surya-Sid- 
hanta contains elaborate tables of 
the cycles of planetary motion, the 
recurrence of eclipses, etc., correct to 
decimal places. Their observations 
were probably connected with the as- 
trological work in the temples.

The Congressional Record is becom- 
ing the mausoleum of more eloquence than 
that diffused by Senators and Congressmen. 
For many years the practice has prevailed 
of Representatives obtaining the floor for 
one’ minute, consuming thirty seconds in 
reading the first line of a/two-hours’ speech 
atid thé remaining half minute in obtaining 
unanimous consent to print the balance. 

The practice worked well. The member's 
constituents obtained the speech, for he 
sent it to them through the mails without 
cost. The government did the printing, the 
Congfessman achieved fame as an orator, 
and the House was spared the sorrow of 
listening to the harangue. 

Now a new practice has arisen. The 
member aéks leave to print in the Record 
not only his Own speech, but other people's 
‘| speeches, and the rising statesmen of his 
district or State who cannot themselves 
break into’ Congress physically become 
brevet Congressmen, so to speak, for their 
speeches are printed in the Record. 

A further extension of the “leave-to-print” 
rule has been invoked in behalf of eédito- 
rials from tewspapers published in the 
Congreseman’s district. There were some 
murmurs of discontent at this, but it went 
through. Unless the brakes are put on 
there may be inserted in the Record chap- 
ters from recent novels, spring poets by 
Sweet young things, and possibly advertise- 
ments of real estate, cathartic pilis and 
standard brands of beer. 

The Congressional Record under such cir- 
cumstances will doubtless be much more 
interesting, but it will be so bulky that the 
parcel post will have to be invoked for its 
transportation.

Confident of Acquittal in Italy He 
Makes an Engagement for Christ- 
mas Dinner in Gotham.

Until today it was not known that 
Chariton had written a novel dealing 
with crime in New York.

Educator Explains Inception of 
Idea Which Prompted Application 
of System to Institutions of Learn- 
ing—Two Hundred Students Greet 
President at Local Church. 


' The first educator to apply the ef- 
ficiency test to a college, President 
Henry Churchill King of Oberlin Col- 
lege, with his wife was an honored 
est at a reception tendered by the 
Oberlin College Association of South- 
ern California at the Piymouth Con- 
gregationa!l Church last night. 

“When the matter of efficiency In 
business became a topic of conversa- 
tlon and magazine articles and its 
application was demonstrated as 4a 
practical factor in development work, 
it*just happened to strike me as be- 
ing the thing to apply to college man- 
agement,” the educator said. “Col- 
legés afe not always run on very’ 


\ecientific Dasig and much energy is 


lost by improper tendencies, some- 
thing many educators formerly aéd- 
mitted, bus never tried to adjust. 
“In starting our tests of efficiency, 
we established four departments, ‘one 


of administration, another of curricu- | 


lum and coursé, a third of scholar- 
ships and the last of student life and 
work. Under these subdivisions mem- 
bers of the faculty were set to work 
gathering data and getting right Jown 
to concrete facts about the institution. 
We found many minor deficiencies. 
These were remedied and brought up 
to standard, and in the course of a 
year we found that the efficiency of 
our college was greatly increased. 
“This same system has since been 
successfully used by many other col- 
leges, our charts having mapped the 
proper course to pursue In going after 
the rather elusive thing called ef- 
ficiency.” 
President King also discussed the 
workings of the Carnegie Foundation 
Fund, Oberlin having been one of the 
first institutions in America to be tak- 
en into the benefite of this fund, 
which provides for a pension to al! 
eligible retiring college professors.

HOW INSECTS BREATHE. 


Registers 

{Boston Herald: ] The breathing of 
gtasshoppers and other insects has 
been measured at last, after nine 
years of careful experiment. Dr. 
Johann h,. professor of natural 
history in t Royal Sophiengymna- 
sium of Vienna, has succeeded in 
making the delicate instrument 
which each breath can be measu 
and graphically registered. 
triumph for science, unique in the 
age of special investigators, and per- 
the limit of patience and 
g devotion in the field of pure 
science. 

The machine by which the meas- 
uring is done consists of a giass tube, 
with an opening at the lower end, 
through . which the grasshopper or 
other insect may extend his “feel- 
it works toward 


beneath a tittle sa with a. 
on the end. When in this position 
the movements of the thorax are reg- 
istered exactly and constantly by the 
upward and downward movement of 
the needle, which works on a bar, 
foreing it to make marks with a pen 
on the regictration plate. 

After perfecting the machine, grass- 
hoppers and crickets Were placed in 
the tube and careful studies made of 
their agp of breathing, length of each 
breath and, most remarkable of all, 
of the point at which efforts begin 
and automatic action may be said to 
také place. 

By this means it has been ascer- 
tained that Insecta breathe just the 
reverse of human beings—that is, hu- 
man beings have to make the greatest 
effort at inhalation, expelling the air 
avitomaticaliy and with no strain. In 
the grasshopper or other insect the 
reverse is the case—it inhales auto- 
matically and exhailes with great ef- 
fort. Thies was proved by the curves 
marked on the registration plate by 
the needle, which showed a straight 
line of no effort when the insect was 
inhaling, and ea sharp angie of effort 
when exhaling 


Here is a new feat of and 
a very suggestive one.

mode of breathing between insects 
and human beings. It took Dr. Regen 
nearly nine years’ work to invent the 
method of measuring the breath of 
the grasshopper, and it may take him 
or other scientists as mane years 
more to show why the tnsect breathes 
this way, end what part breathing 
economy of his life.

{New York World:] It is well to 
know what raises and what lowers 
the bodily temperature. In summer 
we all want to keep as cool as pos- 
sible, and we should know what will 
tend not merely to make you feel cool, 
but really to be cool. . 

Except in sickness, when the tem- 
perature of the body is increased by 
many and is called fever, we 
are never go hot as at the moment 
we are born. e rature of a 
new-born baby is higher than that of 
its mother, rising to 102,deg., but dur- 
ing the first day it goes down rapidly 
as far as 97.5 and then rises again to 
a little more than the normal tem- 
perature of the adult. With this ex- 
ception age does not change the tem- 
perature, which is in the normal man 
98.6 on the average. 

The temperature varies as much as 
two degrees in the twenty-four hours, 
The minimum is 97.5 and is reached 
at about 4 a.m., while the maximum, 
99.6, ie attained at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. It is notable that fasting 
ot sleep does not alter these varia- 

those perso who 
work at night and rest by day re- 
verse the order of the variations in 
temperature. Thus bakers, Who work 
at night, have the highest temperature 
at 4 a.m., and the minimum toward 
evening. 

In tropical countries 
normal temperature is 100.4, slightly 
higher than in the temperate zones. 
In the Arctic the normal temperature 
is lower. Norwegians, who live in a 
cold climate, have an average tem- 
perature of 97.7. 

These variations are 
to the difference in the 
the air, and not, as some have thought, 
to difference of race, for Norwegians 
attain the same temperature as na- 
tives when they live in the tropics. 

Muscular has considerable 
effect upon the temperature and may 
raise it as much _as two degrees. One

[If,+for instance, a 
man évaporate a quart of water (by 
perspiration and evaporation through 
the lungs) in twenty-four hours he 
loses 580 large calories—tLe., en 
heat to lower the temperature of 116 
pounds of water ten degrees.

tem shows that in four years ended July 
30, 1912, 150,000,000 p ns had trav- 
eled on the trains of that road “without 
killing a single through col- 
lision or derailment.” In one small 
railroad town of inhabitants, 
twenty-nine saloons flourished, and 
kept on flourishing in spite of the rule 
forbidding trainmen to patronize these 
places. Then the road introduced its 
“more excellent way” in the establish- 
ment of a clubhouse to take the place 
of the saloon, and six months later a 
dozen of the saloons had closed their 
doors because they would not pay. 
Two years after the club was opened, 
only seven of the twenty-nine saloons 
remained in business. That was bet- 
ter than a barrel. Guidance was su- 
perior to obstruction, and education 
left prohibition away behind. 


Something had to be done, for no 
man was required to pay entrance fees 
nor monthly dues to enter a saloon, so 
the railroads had to make their clubs 
as free as the water that runs in the 
rivulet or as the air that circulates 
around the globe. The saloon is the 
most democratic place on earth, where 
all distinctions are left behind as each 
man enters the door. So in the clubs 
all men stand upon a plane of social 
equality. Another thing, the railroad 
clubhouses assume good behavior on 
the part of all who enter them, and 
there is never seen a sign prohibiting 
Swearing, smoking, expectorating, or 
any other improper act. “There are 
no rules of conduct.” The men are 
put upon their manhood and upon 
their good behavior. In an article in 
a recent issue of the Outlook, the dis- 
cussion upon this subject closes as fol- 
lows: “Social welfare workers will 
find food for reflection in the remark- 
able success of this enterprise, which 
vigorously suppressed every tinge of 
paternalism and patronage in order to 
lay hands upon the most elusive, un- 
willing individual, the adult, independ- 
ent, self-respecting worker, and keep 
him out of the danger zone of the sa- 
loon.”

Developing the Great Harbor. 

S THE days go by, the prospects of San

plant along the Watchorn Basin of the 
Miner fill.

What is Potlatch? 

HE potiatch is a peculiar institution of 

the Siwash Indians of the great North- 
west. When an Indian chief up there has 
felt the burden of the years curve his back 
too much and he knows he is bound soon 
for the Happy Hunting Grounds, it has been 
the custom to gather the tribe around him 
and distribute all his possessions, each 
member of the tribe getting something. 
To one went a blanket, to another a bow, to 
a third a piece of fishing tackle, to a fourth 
a bunch of arrows, and so on until the old 


chief was stripped of everything excepting 
the clothes on his back. From that time 
until he expired it devolved upon the tribe 
to take care of him. Many a lazy chief has 
been known to affect decripitude and pre 
tend he was going to die in order to make 
the tribe “hustle for grub” and spare him- 
self the fatigue of the chase and the trouble 
of catching the salmon from the stream. 
Then came an extension of the potlatch into 
an institution that was very much like the 
game little boys play of trading knives 
sight unseen. Some man possessed of a 
fair share of wealth from the Indian point 
of view invited all the tribe to a potlatch, 
which was a game of give and take where 
the shrewdest came _out with the most

In 1905, Red Cloud, the celebrated chief 
of the Sioux, almost blind, scarcely able to 
hear, broken in health and spirit, and well- 
nigh penniless, after years of bitter and re- 
lentless opposition, passed the pipe of peace 
to Uncle Sam and buried the hatchet, which, 
in his early years, he drew so often. 

The aged chief tottered into the office of 
Indian Agent Brennan and did what, for 
years, he had persistently and stubbornly 
refused to do, namely, accepted his allot- 
ment of land. He not only accepted it, but 
he requested that it be given to him. At 
the same time he took occasion to say that 
he had made up his mind that the allotment 
policy of the government, to which for 
years he had strenuously objected and which 
for years he had denounced in unmeasured 
terms, was a wise policy; and that he had 
been foolish in opposing it. He also took 
occasion to say that he had decided that 
the United States government was the 
friend, rather than the foe, of the Indians. 
Henceforth, until the Great Spirit should 
call him to the happy hunting grounds, he 
would try to teach his people respect and 
reverence for it, and to impress upon them 
the importance of observing and defending 
its laws. 

These utterances of Red Cloud are re 
garded as of no little importance in the light

cretly, if not openly, opposing the govern- 
ment and all its policies touching Indian 
affairs. He taught his people to distrust, 
and, where it was eafe for them to do so, 
to oppose the Great Father at Washington. 
He sent out a letter to the subchiefs of the 
Sioux telling them not to permit the young 
men of the tribe to work, and assuring them 
that if they refused to work, the govern- 
ment would be compelled to support them. 
If all Indians refused to work, he said, they 
would remain Indians; but, if they followed 
in the paths of the palefaces and labored 
with their hands, there would be in the 
years to come no Indians, but only white 
men. 

Red Cloud was for years regarded as a 
disturbing factor among his people. At 
times it was a serious question what to do 
with him. To pacify him, the government 
erected for him a comfortable frame house 
at Pine Ridge; but he disliked it, and spent 
most of his time with his aged wife, Mary, 
in a little tepee in a corner of the yard sur- 
rounding the house. 

Red Cloud was not a hereditary chieftain. 
He was what is known as a “government 
chieftain.” He first came into the public 
eye and attained distinction and power as 
a leader of the red men in the Fetterman 
massacre in Wyoming. He died at Pine 
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Glimpse Life Southeastern Alaska. 


He immediately set to work to make over 
this primitive little settlement into a model 
English parish.

HE EAGLE knows ‘something about 


T war. Not that the tribe is warlike or 
even quarrelsome. There are fewer, 
spats in the Eagle world than in any barn- 
yard on any farm in the world where do- 
mestic fowls, old hens and geese, quarrel 
from morning until night because they lack 
serise enough to attend to their own_busi- 
hess and respect the rights of their neigh- 
bors. The Eagle tribe have learned that 
they must respect the rights of their neigh- 
bors or perish. 

It is in its relation to humankind that the 
BDagie tribe has learned war. The Eagle 
has marched at the head of legions -in ser- 
ried ranks, spreading its wings over the 
banner on many a hard-fought field. The 
Eagle therefore considers himself compe 
tent to qualify as an expert authority on 
questions relating to war. 

I think I may say that the Bagle tribe 
has learned to be more considerate of its 
utterances than humankind, and only to 
speak about things upon which it is well 
informed. That is a lesson which you hu- 
mans have failed to learn in all the gener- 
ations you have lived upon this good old

kind. The discourse was on war. 


The Eagle tribe has learned the value of 
peace and the damage following belliger- 
ency. Its whole code of laws is a code 
made to secure peace and to avoid war. 
This human being speaking in the twenti- 
eth century of Christianity to a people 
mostly professing to be followers of the 
Prince of Peace, iis discourse was an elabo- 
rate attempt to justify war. He was so ig- 
norant of the subject that if his hearers 
were not of the same low level of intelli- 
gence as himself he would have been 
hissed off of the platform. Listen to what 
he says. 

I am reproducing his views from mem- 
ory, and therefore not verbatim. But the 
substance follows. He told his audience 
that war was God's method of eliminating 
the weaklings from the human race and 
insuring full action for Darwin’s law known 
as the survival of the fittest. 

Now I say that no savage in the heart of 
Africa could possibly have been guilty of 
delivering himself of so foolish a state- 
ment as this college professor in great wide- 
awake, intelligent America, where the 
schoolmaster is abroad in hundreds of 
thousands, and where schools crown every 
little prominence in the landscape and 
cover the country pretty much as the 
waters cover the sea. 

The Eagle does know what he is talking 
about, for he has marched in the forefront 
of embattled legions for thousands of years. 
The Eagle was at Thermopylae when that 
little band of 300 Spartans defied the mil- 
lion soldiers led by Xerxes, the | Persian 
despot. The Eagle knows that it was the 
very flower of that warlike republic that 
stood there as immovable as a stone wall 
until the last one perished. The Eagle was

An Educational Financier. 


HE duties and efforts of a college presi- 

dent in our days and in the Far West 
are not all contained in classical and sci- 
entific text-books, nor in the discipline of 
the young men under his charge. Educa- 
tional institutions aim to be -very popular 
in their scope, and not money-making propo- 
sitions. Therefore the fees are necessarily 
very low and the income insufficient to 
maintain these institutions in full vigor to 
render the community the measure of use- 
fulness they aim at. So the college presi- 
Gent of today must be a financier as well as 
a scholar, particularly a financier. Right 
in line with this development Dr. J. A. 
‘Blaisdell of Pomona College came near suf- 
fering from a good-natured mobbing at the 
nands of the students and friends of the in- 
stitution and the populace of Claremont 
generally when he announced that he had 
secured gifts amounting to $415,000 toward 
a total sum of $1,000,000 sought to enlarge 
the scope of usefulness of the college. 

It was barely three years ago that the 
trustees of Pomona College, after a good 
bit of effort, prevailed upon Dr. Blaisdell 
to assume the presidency of the institution, 
then deeply sunk in the “Slough of Despond” 
because of financial straits. 

That the right man had been selected 
was instantly demonstrated by the raising 
in ninety days of $130,000 to lift the college 
out of the deep rut into which it had fallen 
and give it an opportunity of rolling along 
toward better. days. The resources of the 
institution at that time were estimated to 
be worth $1,000,000, and the new president 
immediately went out to put a new dollar 
on the. top of each of the old ones. He has

A Successful Manufacturer. 


Turn we now from statesmanship and 
educational spheres to the material activi- 
ties of the day, and give the readers of the 
magazine a sketch of William E. Hampton, 
a leading manufacturer of the great Far 
West. He was born in Illinois near the 
town of Charleston, August 18, 1852. His 
father was William Edward Hampton, and 
his mother before her marriage Matilda M. 
Baston. He married in Charleston, 
having reached man’s estate, Miss Frances 
Wilthoit. 

The boy's education was not elaborate 
in book learning, but it was in business. 
He began his active career at the age of 15 
in the wholesale and retail grocery estab- 
lishment in Charleston. Here he remained 
three years, then became traveling sales- 
man for a New York house, an occupation 
he continued in until 1876. At this time 
he established a dry-goods store under the 
style of Ray & Hampton at Charleston. In 
1879 he bought out his partner and contin- 
ued the concern for some years, retiring in 
1886. | 

Having retired from business in the East, 
he removed to San Francisco, where in 1890 
he erected a factory for the construction 
of wooden tanks, unshrinkable by a patent 
application controlled by himself. For two 
years he worked at this undertaking as W. 
E. Hampton, and then organized the Pacific 
Tank Company, of which he was made 
president. In 1898 he visited Los Angeles 
and organized a plant here. In 1904 this 
energetic business man went to Olympia, 
Wash., and organized a company for the 
manufacture of the tanks. After the great 
fire in San Francisco, in 1906, he built a 
fourth factory, in Portland, .Or. In 1900 
Mr. Hampton bought out the California 
Redwood Pipe Company and organized the 
National Wood Pipe Company. In 1901 he 
organized the Pacific Coast Planing Mill in 
Los Angeles, and built a big factory for 
the use of this concern. After the fire in 
San Francisco in 1906 he bought out the 
Met ca.tile. Box Company, reorganized the 
concern and built a large factory for its

In 1895 President Cleveland 
appointed the capable attorney to be judge 
of the District ‘Court of the Southern Dis- 
trict of California, and he occupies this 
place of dignity and responsibility still, 
having won a reputation for ability in the 
law and fairness as a judge of which any 
man might well be proud. Judge Wellborn 
is a domestic man, and only boasts mem- 
bership in the California Club. Needless 
to say, being born in Georgia and holding 
a responsible office by appointment of Mr. 
Cleveland, the judge is a Democrat.

(D.C.)\—It was in a

“But will the cut be ready by that time?” 

“The cut is ready for the water aow. The 
difficulty is that we cannot get the dredges 
in. The situation is briefly this. When I 
went back last February I found that two 
slides had develeped and the engineers told 
me that the cut could not be made ready for 
the water until January 1, 1914. So I had 
to figure backward and see how soon after 
that time we could raise the level of Gatun 
Lake from the fifty feet, which it is now, to 
the required level of eighty-five feet. This 
could be done only during the rainy season, 
which does not begin until July, and it 
would have been far along in November of 
1914 before we could have the maximum 
lake level. The canal had to be opened, 
thoroughly tested and ready for work by 
1915, and I could plainly see that this was 
impossible if we relied upon excavating the

Washington Monument, and the hot breeze 
which blew through seemed like a North 
Pole zephyr in comparison with Panama.

“I don't know. It will be finally opened 
in 1915. I expect to see it dove long in ad- 
vance of that.”

That 
determined me upon letting the water in 
during the coming rainy season and com- 
pleting the work with the dredges. 

“The rainy season is now at about its be- 
ginning. It will rise to the level of seventy- 
five feet by the first of October, when the 
dike which separates the lake from the cut 
will disappear and the waters flow in.” 

“But how about the work then? What 
kind of progress can you make in scooping 
up the earth and rock out of that mighty 
ditch of water forty feet deep?” 


“The progress is all a question of slides,” 
replied the engineer-inchief. “We expect 
to put in three dredges, and Mr. Comber, 
who is in charge of the Pacific division, 
tells me that these three dredges will take 
out a half-million eubic yards in one month. 
I believe we can do the work cheaper and 
quicker by the dredges than by the steam 
shovels. The arrangements are such that 
we will get the dredges in about the first 
of October. The contractors will finish one 
flight of locks throughout the canal by that 
time. We shall then blow up the dike and 
let the suction dredges in from the Atlantic 
end. We will bring up the Corozal from 
the Pacific end, and we will have three great 
dredges carrying the material of the Cucu- 
racha slide and other material over the 
sides of the cut into the Rio Grande Valley 
on the west. I have also installed a sluic- 


‘ing plant which will carry the top of the 
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Cucuracha slide pack into the valley at the | 


east.” 

“That means that October 1 you will have 
three great streams of earth and rock flow- 
ing out of Culebra cut at different places?” 
said I. 

“Yes, that’s it, and those streams will 
keep moving day and night. We shal] keep 
the machinery going for twenty-four hours 
of the day and for six days of the week.” 

“The stopping of the dry excavation will 
greatly reduce the number of the men em- 
ployed, will it not?” 

“Yes. We ehall begin to make a heavy 
reduction in the force by the first of Octo- 
ber.” 

“How many men have you at work now?” 

“About 40,000, including those under the 
contractors as well as our own.” 

“What will become of them?” 

“The natives will go back home and the 
Americans will be scattered.” . 

“What will become of the skilled force? I 
mean the thousands of engineers and me- 
chanics whom Uncle Sam has trained?” 

“Most of them will have to find jobs 
wherever they can,” said Col. Goethals. “It 
would be almost impossible to transfer the 
organization as a whole, and there is no 
other plece of work which the government 
has on hand that would require such an or- 
ganization. Indeed, the talk of transferring 
the organization from Panama to other 
places is more or less hot air.” 
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; “Will Uncle Sam be able to protect the 
canal?” 

“I don’t think 1 should talk about such 
matters,” said the chief engineer. “They 
are military features, and I would rather 
not discuss them. There is no question but 
that the canal should be amply defended, 
and | have no doubt but that we shall have 
everything necessary to that end.”

While the industry contributed only a 
little more than one-half of 1 per cent. of 
the total value of crops in 1909, it seems al- 
most incrédible that the value of one year’s 
crop of flowers could amount to such a sum.

An old abandoned garden will from now on 
to the rainy season furnish one with a 
profitable fleld for study and close observa- 
tion looking toward a satisfactory solution 
of the true California garden. : 

In gardens still under cultivation the ces- 
sation of watering for the remainder of the 
dry season will reveal those plants suffi- 
ciently resourceful to care for themselves 
throughout the year after being firmly 
established through about two summers of 
ordinary garden care. Plants indépendent 
of coddling are deserving of a place all 
their own, far removed from tender exotics 
from: less exacting climes. ae 

While the writer does not decry, wish 
to discourage the use of a great range and 
variety of plant life in gardens, economy 
would suggest that those from other and 
differing climates than our own should be 
brought into one section of the garden 
where they may be nursed in order to keep 
them in presentable condition and to yield 
flower and fruit “each according to his 
several kind.” Such a_i segregation will 
discover “those good plants and true” that 
may be relied upon to keep their health and 
vigor and succession of flowers or fruits, or 
both, that command the admiration of the 
garden owner after a month's vacation in 
other parts with the garden in the mean- 
time thrown upon its own resources. The 
day is close at hand when we shall have, in 
reality, and spirit, too, gardens in com- 
plete harmony with our glorious California 
landscapes, sleeping when all nature sleeps, 
and waking with the magic, life-giving 
draught of the: first autumnal downpour of 
water from the heavens.

The first 
season of gardening retires the sand from 
surface indication, and in one case on Pico 
Heights, Los Angeles, the three inches of 
sand applied was found, at the end of three 
years almost in its original purity, resting 
on top of a hardpan fourteen inches below 
the surface. This clear river sand is heav- 
ler than the adobe, has sharp angles and 
aided by stirring of the soil and possibly 
(and probably) by the vibration of the 
earth, slowly cuts its way down through th¢ 
putty-like mass of wet soil which is unable 
to arrest the law of gravitation. 

After the introduction and thorough in- 
corporation of considerable organic matter, 
sand may profitably be introduced and 
mixed with adobe soils, but never into vir- 
gin adobe of fine putty-like texture. In 
overcoming this glutineous or wmucilagi- 
nous property common garden chrysanthe- 
mums and their closer allies have been 
found the most effective crops. They seem 
best fitted to extract this element from 
pure adobe. All these observations and 
statements are based upon personal experi- 
ences of the writer and are no mere guess- 
work.

The Phosphate Fertilizers. 


ROUND bone, or bone meal, is very sim- 

flar to rock phosphate, containing about 
the same percentage of phosphoric acid, but 
is generally preferred because it contains 
some nitrogenous matter which is itself 
useful as fertilizer. Steamed bone meal is 
very similar, «xcept that the fatty material 
and some of the nitrogenous material have 
been removed by superheated steam before 
grinding. It is generally preferred to the 
raw bones, since the fatty matter is sup 
posed to retard the solubility and decompo- 
sition of the phosphatic material. Bone ash 
and boneblack, though containing a higher 
percentage of pllosphoric acid, 30 to 40 per 
cent., is but little used as a direct fertilizer, 
but mainly as a raw product in the manu- 
facture of superphosphate. 

Superphosphate, sometimes known as 
acid phosphate, mohocalctum phosphate, 
one lime phosphate, or soluble Itme phos- 
phate, is prepared from rock phosphate or 
bone phosphates by treatment with a solu- 
tion of sulphuric acid.

ods of poultry raisers who have, in a 
ure, achieved a success. | : 
But following the next-door neighbor who 
keeps poultry, and who may be successful 
to a certain degree, is not the right way to 
insure the greatest success. One should at 
east study the feed question to know the 
foundation on which to work. You should 
know at least three terms, viz., ash or min- 
eral matter, protein and carbohydrates. | 
Feeds should be selected from those con- 
taining the first two, as in almost all feeds 
are found plenty of carbohydrates and ' fat. 
In fact, the American poultry raiser has in 
the past been feeding rations that contain 
more fat than is good for the fowls for the 
very best results. Our chick feeds contain 
too much corn and our dry mash contains 
much cornmeal. The grain ration is almost 
always one-half corn, which contains but a 
little over 1 per cent. of ash or mineral 
matter so much desired as a poultry food to 
build frame, and but 9 per cent. of protein 
and 67 per cent. of carbohydrates, 
In raising young chicks the first) aim 
should be not to put on fat by feeding a 
‘ration of a fattening nature, but to build up 
rst the frame, bone and muscle; and in 
order to accomplish this, feeds that con- 
tain a good percentage of ash and 
must be used. 


Be Sparing With Fatty Foods. 


When once the growing chicks of 
good frame, the fattening feeds can be used, 
and then- not to any great extent unlegs to 
fatten fot market.

The ideal balanced ration is yet to 
be found, as the poultry industry is yet too 
young for perfection in ahy one line. But, 
after years of experience, the feeds as out- 
lined above have given us the best results. 

The dry mash, as givén, is for steady, 
healthy growth, not for¢ing. There need de 


no change, except as the chicks grow oler, 


when whole grains, with hot so great a va- 
riety, are given.

The Buffs have been wonderfully 
improved in shape, size and color, and the 
Whites have nearly reached perfection, 
while the Black Cochin Bantams are close 
followers.

Results From Crossing. — 


Roughly speaking, the latter were pro- 
duced from crosses of the original Buff Pe- 
king Bantam with Black-Booted Bantams.

Heart May Stop Ten Minutes. 


[New York Times:] The following very 
interesting statements, some of which are 
considered striking by the leading lights of 
French medical science, were made by Dr. 
Alexis Carrel of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, New York, at his first 
official lecture at the Paul Beaujon Hospi- 
tal at Paris. 

Dr. |Carrel announced that he was now 
able operate in the chest cavity with 
as m ease and safety as in the abdo- 
men. “It is now a simple cut,” he said, 
“and we open the thorax and operate upon 


_|the lungs, heart, and aorta as we treat the 


kidneys and the intestines. We now know, 
also, just how much the brain, the spinal 
cord, and the heart can stand as regards 
the temporary anaesthetics required by op- 
erations. 


“The heart suffers very little from inter- 
rupted circulation as long as care is taken 
that it has enough oxygen, and it may be 
stopped for five or even ten minutes with- 
out danger: while in the spinal marrow the 
circulation may be stopped as long as 
twenty minutes. 

“For the brain, however, four minutes is 
the limit of safety, and after five it is very 
dificult to restore normal conditions.” 

A huge field of work remained, he said 
in conclusion, to be done, as regards oper- 
ations upon the human heart, and the study 
of these was of the greatest possible impor- 
tance. This was especially true of surgery 
for risms and the shrinking of the 
aorta or arteries.

Working on Cure for Consumption. 


{St. Louis Globe Democrat:] The Excel- 
sior of Paris publishes an interesting ac- 
count of the experiments at present being 
made by Prof. Dubois of Lyons to discover 
a cure for consumption. M. Dubois is al- 
ready well known as an authority on the 


application of the X-rays to the pearl oys-| 


ter, which has been adopted in the pearl- 
fishing centers of Ceylon and Japan. 

In the course of these investigations M. 
Dubois, it appears, discovered that the 
careous secretion which forms the pear] 
the defense of the oyster against an inv 
ing parasite, which it thus localizes, and. 
to speak, corrals off. In a number of cas 
this parasite is a micrococus, which Prof. 
Dubois has been able to cultivate in a suit- 
able environment. Now the _ tuberculosis 
patient adopts precisely the same prophy- 
lactic methods as the oyster, that is to say, 
his organism attempts to corral off the in- 
vading microbes by a calcareous secretion, 
and success means cure. Hence the theory 
that consumption could be cured by the in- 
crease of the supply of lime in the patient’s 
organism—a theory which led to the thera- 
peutic rehabilitation of the old-fashioned 
bone powder. 

Unfortunately, the theory was not borne 
out by facts. It then occurred to Prof. Vu- 
bois that, like the oyster, the human body 
might require some microorganism round 
which to deposit the curative secretion. 

Ten guinea pigs, which showed unmistak- 
able signs of tuwherculosis, were then 
inoculated’ with the micro-organism spok- 
en of. In ten months all except 
one had recovered—that is to say, the 
infected area had been closed off by a cal- 
careous secretion. It is to be noted that 
Prof. Dubois is as yet unwilling to draw

Stable Fiy Causes Infant Paralysis. 


~ [Museum Journal:] The biting stable fly 
is responsible for the transmission of in- 


of the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. The housefly now shares its menace 
as a carrier of disease with its lowlier rela- 
tive, for Dr. Winslow writes that the chain 
of proof against the stable fly is complete. 

Infantile paralysis is the latest of insect- 
borne diseases to have its mystery cleared 
up. The first steps in solving ite mystery, 
says Dr. Winslow, were taken in 1909, when 
Landsteiner and Popper, in Vienna, suc- 
ceeded in transmiting the disease to mon- 
keys. The next year Fiexner and Lewis at 
the Rockefeller Institute proved that there 
was a living germ present in the body and 
in the nose and throat of affected persons, 
germs so minute that they cannot usually 
be distinguished under the most powerful 
microscope. | 

During the past winter Flexner and No- 
guchi added new laurels to the Rockefeller 
Institute by cultivating this germ outside 
the body. 

It was discovered that infant paralysis is 
pre-eminently a summer disease, which is 
characteristic of insect borne diseases like 
malaria and yellow fever, since the breed- 
ing of the insect is directly dependent upon 
temperature. Then it was also found that 
the disease occurred more in rural than In 
urban districts, which is not true of dis 
eases spread directly from one person to 
another. 

These discoveries led investigators to 
search for the disease’s connection with an 
insect, and it was noted that stable-fly bites

Sir Francis Drake, 
the great English seaman, did not visit these 
shores until 1579, nearly sixty years after 
our Spanish adventurer, whom we know by 
the name of Manuelo. The unknown’s his- 
tory is given in detail in the old-time manv-

The pulpit 
or rostrum was a mound overgrown with 
grass. The sun was regarded as the source 
of all light and life. The people assembled 
in the early morning twice a month, just 
at the full, and again at the new of the 
moon, and, with faces al] turned eastward, 
anxiously awaited the coming forth of this 
great luminary.”
